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CONSERVATION  HITS  THE  JACKPOT 

Six  hundred  dollars  worth  of  conservation  work  on  the  W*  A.  "Williams  farm 
in  Santa  Fe  County  is.  actually  worth  from  $1,200  to  $1,500  in  terms  of  crop  pro- 
duction, Mr*  Williams  "Believes, 

Mr»  Williams  and  his  son  Bill  made  an  agreement  with  the  Pojoaque  Soil  Con- 
servation District  for  the  leveling  and  clearing  of  about  three  acres  of  land,  the 
bench  terracing  of  one  and  a  half  acres,  and  other  erosion  control  work* 

They  expect  to  produce  $1,000  worth  of  vegetables  on  an  acre  and  a  half  of 
this  land  and  'plant  the  rest  to  orchard*    Mr.  Williams  values  the  orchard  land  at 
$800  an  acre  since  it  was  cleared  and  terraced.    Before  the  work  was  done,  it  was 
impossible  to  irrigate  the  fields  properly;  and  trees  were  using  up  much  of  the 
moisture,  he  said. 

FOREST  RANGERS  FLY  TO  COMBAT 

Californians  are  learning  how  New  Mexico  forest  rangers  fight  fires  this 
week.    When  rangers  and  assistant  supervisors  from  the  Cibola,  Gila,  and  Lincoln 
national  forests  stepped  out  of  TWA  and  American  Airlines  planes  in  San  Francisco, 
they  were  ready  to  ge  to  work  as  fire  bosses,  crew  leaders,  and  foremen. 

This  is  the  height  of  the  forest  fire  season  in  California,  while  New  Mexico 
and  Arizona  can  safely  let  the  coast  state  borrow  some  experienced  fire  fighters 
on  a  sort  of  lend-lease  deal. 

TAKE  CARE  OF  THAT  BEAN  BAG 

WFA  urges  careful  handling  of  dry  bean  bags  to  avoid  losing  any  of  the  1944 
bean  crop.     The  limited  supply  of  new  bags  is  under  strict  distribution  control. 
With  demands  high,  officials  fear  a  waste  of  dry  beans  and  other  crops  that  go  to 
market  in  bags. 

RO TENONS  FURTHER  RESTRICTED 
All  production  involving  the  use  of  rotenone  must  now  receive  WP3  authoriza- 
tion*   Heretofore,  insecticides  containing  from  one-half  to  one  per  cent  of 

rotenone  could  be  made  without  specific  permission.

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AAA  "JILL  SUPERVISE  SURPLUS  TRUCK  PROGRAM 

To  assure  farmers  of  a  fair  share  of  government  surplus  automotive  equipment, 
the  procurement  section  of  the  U»  S,  Treasury  has  place-d  distribution  of  agri- 
cultured  share  of  surplus  trucks  on  a  county-quota  basis*    The  program  will  be 
administered  by  the  Agricultural  Adjustment  Agency. 

According  to  C.  V#  Hemphill,  chariman  of  the  State  AAA  Committee,  County  ACA 
Committees  will  issue  letters  of  purchase  to  successful  applicants,  who  will  be 
determined  by  their  ability  to  produce  food  and  fiber.     The  applicant  will  then 
buy' the  truck  from  an  authorised  dealer. 

RATIONING  RULES  HOLD  OrT  4-H  AFP  FFA  BEEF 

Purchasers  of  high  quality  beef  at  the  junior  livestock  auction  sales  at  the 
State  Fair  must  give  up  ration  points  if  they  want  to  buy  back  portions  of  the 
slaughtered  animal. 

District  OPA  rationing  officials  say  that  some  prospective  bidders  ■•.ere  of 
the  opinion  that  ration  points  would  not  be  needed  if  they  had  the  purchased 
animal  slaughtered. 

Although  purchasers  at  the  auction  may  bid  as  high  as  they  like,  they  cannot 
resell  to  slaughterers  over  the  ceiling  price,  rationing  officials  say, 

CEILING  AI  D  SUPPORT  PRICES  ON  HOGS  ZXTZNDZD 

Ceiling  prices  on  live  hogs  will  not  be  reduced  from  present  levels  prior  to 
June  30,  1945,  it  was  announced  today.

240  pounds  or  less  and  $14*00  per  hundredweight ,  Chicago  basis,  for  hogs  weighing

Ceiling  prices  on  cabbage  at  producer  and  wholesale  levels  have  been  suspen- 
ded for  the  rest  of  September,  district  OPA  price  officials  have  announced.  They 
believe  that  the  action  will  make  it  possible  for  cabbage  from  high-produc ing  areas 
to  move  into  shortage  arease
